S.O. 400 (E).—Whereas the organisation known 
as the ‘National Council of Khalistan' hereinafter re¬ 
ferred to as the ‘Council’— 

(i) which had through the declaration of Shti 
Balbir Singh Sandhu, its Secretary General, 
proclaimed its objective the establishment 
of an autonomous sepratc Sikh State of 
‘Khalistan’ has been encouraging seces¬ 
sionist activities ; 

(ii) whose President Dr. Jugjit Singh Chauhan 
has been spreading the concept of ‘Kha¬ 
listan’ through foreign press ; 

(iii) whose acting President of the Government- 
in-ciilc of the ‘Republic of Khalistan’ claim¬ 
ed that Indian flags were burnt in all Gur- 
dwaras of the Um'ted Kingdom on Republic 
Day (26th January, 1989) ; 

(iv) whose activities and office bearers abroad 
have been raising pro-‘Khalistan’ and anti- 
India slogans during processions, collecting 


funds in the aid of Sikh militants lighting 
for ‘Khalistan’ in Punjab ; 

tv) whose acting President of the ‘Khalistan’ 
Covcrnmcnt-in-cxilc sent an open letter on 
3()th January, 1989 to the then Prime 
Minister of India from the United Kingdom 
on the letter pad form of the ‘Khalistan’ 
Govcrment-in-exilc with ‘Khalistan’ insignia 
urging the Indian Government to vacate the 
Indian occupation of ‘Khalistan’ without 
further delay and whose Prime Minister 
has been calling for moral and material 
support from the world comnmnitics to 
the Sikh war of independence ; 

(vi) whose office bearers have been reiterating 
the demand for Khalistan, appealing for 
money to be given to the I'amilies of Sikh 
militants in Punjab during convention orga¬ 
nised by them ; 

<vii) whose President of the United States based 
Council of ‘Khalistan’, a branch of the 
National Council of Khalistan in the United 
States of America has been sending to India 
subversive literature/material in which, 
among other things, it has been claimed 
(hat ‘Khalistan’ has since been declared in¬ 
dependent from India, its recognition is only 
a matter of time, at present Punjab is an 
occupied territory and that the boundaries 
between the two Governments should be 
marked through negotiations with Sikh 
Nation ; 

And whereas the Centra] Government is of the 
opinion that for the reasons aforesaid, the Council is 
an unlawful association ; 

And whereas the Central Government is further of 
the opinion that because of the talks, utterances, wri¬ 
tings and other activities of the President and other 
activists of the Council, it is necessarv to declare 
the Council to be unlawful with immediate effect ; 

Now. therefore, in exercise of the powers conferre;! 
by sub-section (1) of section 3 of the Unlawful Acti¬ 
vities (Prevention) Act, 1967 (37 of 1967), the Cen¬ 
tra) Government hereby declares the National Council 
of Khalistan to be an unlawful association and directs 
jn exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to 
sub-section (3) of that section that this Notification 
shaU, subject to any order that may be made under 
section 4 of the said Act, have effect from the date 
of its publication in the Official Gazette,
